vegetable steamer. He named it Day of the Triffids, after a movie that starred 
some creepy, carnivorous eee although he says these are “friendly, happy flowers.” 


Reiko Akatsuka grew up 
surrounded by high-rise 
buildings in Tokyo, Japan. 
These days, she builds 
miniature cities out of 
circuit boards and other 
computer parts once 
headed for the Dumpster. 
Reiko says she wants 
her tiny towns to remind 
people of how cities 
depend on computers for 
nearly everything, from 
controlling traffic lights 
to running the water 
system.

You've probably heard the expression “You are what you eat.” 
People may not talk about it as much, but you are what you drink, 
too. Drink healthy liquids and you'll feel good. Drink the wrong 
stuff like alcohol and you'll feel bad—in many ways. When you 
drink alcohol, it affects almost every part of your body. This is 
especially important when we're talking about kids’ bodies. 


Look at this illustration and you will see what we're talking about. 
Not all these things happen to everyone, but you can’t be sure 
which ones will happen to you. 


Lungs Large quantities of alcohol can make it hard 
for you to breathe. You can pass out. If you throw up, 


you may not be able to clear your airway easily and you 
might choke. 


Blood atcohol can affect 
your blood's ability to clot, 
meaning if you are cut, it will 
be harder to stop bleeding and 
form ascab. Your white blood 
cells—the ones that fight 
germs—may not function as 
well, So you may get sick. 


Liver Alcohol can cause 
fat to build up in your liver. 
That becomes scar tissue, 
which can lead to a liver 
disease that can eventually 
kill you. 


Small Intestines/Pancreas atcohol can damage 


the lining of your intestines. Your pancreas can become irritated.

Robots in old movies were usually played by actors inside robot suits. 
This wasn’t always easy. Anne D. Bernstein got the inside-the-suit information 
on five famous robots of science fiction cinema. 


From METROPOLIS (1927) 
The story: A city in the future is endangered by an evil 
scientist and his robot. 


This silent movie was the first feature film with a major 
robot role—Futura, played by German actress Brigitte 
Helm (getting a drink, right). 

Brigitte had a tough time in her outfit, which was S 
constructed in sections, like a suit of armor. The aa 
parts had been fitted to Brigitte when she was 
standing up, but unfortunately, she spent 
most of her time as Futura sitting down. 
As a result, the costume was painfully 
tight. Brigitte spent nine days filming in 
the hot outfit, with just a few airholes to 
breathe through. 

Fifty years later, Futura’s look helped 
inspire Star Wars’s C-3PO.

Lock had to stand perfectly still for hours at a time in his sweaty 

cocoon. To give the actor a break, a fiberglass version of Gort was 
used in some scenes, and a model head—with 

a blinking electronic eye and a visor 
that went up and down—appeared in 
close-ups. 


From FORBIDDEN PLANET (1956) 
The story: Explorers visit a perilous planet 
» that is the home of a scientist, his daughter, 
“= and a helpful robot named Robby. 


The Robby costume cost $125,000 (which would be 
about $800,000 now) and contained 2,600 feet of 
wiring. Its body was molded from a strong plastic that 
was also used to make suitcases. Although Robby 
stood six feet eleven inches tall, the wires and devices 
left room for only a small actor. Frankie Carpenter 
and Frankie Darro took turns working inside. The 
men could peek out from the voice box below Robby’s 
glass dome. They wore black makeup to keep from 
being seen (right). 

After Forbidden Planet, Robby had a 
long career as a guest star on TV shows 
such as The Addams Family, Lost in 
Space, and The Love Boat.

A young man battles galactic evil with the help of 
two robots called droids—including the cute, beeping R2-D2. 


Kenny Baker, a three-foot-eight-inch-tall British actor, has 
played R2-D2 in every Star Wars movie so far. To become 
R2-D2, Kenny is lowered into the droid by the crew. Once in, he 
can make R2 nod, wobble forward, turn his head, and rock back and forth. 
In the more recent episodes, Kenny is used less and remote-controlled 
R2-D2s pick up the slack. 

Being R2-D2 can be dangerous. In an Episode IV scene, Kenny shared 
the spotlight with some remote-controlled droids. A few went haywire and 
one even knocked him over. Kenny was so insulated inside R2 that he 
never even heard it coming.

Gizmo Quizmo (page 28): 1-G: Washing machine. This Thor washing machine was first 
sold around 1908. The clothes went into a drum full of water and soap that would turn, then a 
wringer squeezed the water out. The device was very dangerous because it didn't have an 
on/off switch, and people could get their hair and fingers caught in the machine. Later models 
cleaned up their act and were safer to use. 

2-B: Pencil sharpener. The Gem Pencil Sharpener was patented in 1886 and sold until 1919. 
It used a rotating sandpaper disk to make pencils pointy. Turning the crank made both the pencil 
and the disk rotate. 

3-F: Dentist’s drill. This drill, introduced in 1893, included a generator with an electric motor to 
power the drill. 

4-E: Calculating machine. George B. Grant invented this early calculating machine in 1876. 
It was 8 feet long, 5 feet high, weighed 2,000 pounds, and had 15,000 parts. 

5A: Toaster. The General Electric Company first sold this toaster in 1910. A wire basket 
held a piece of bread upright so that it could be evenly toasted by the red-hot wire coils. 
6-C: Television recorder. The VERA (Vision Electronic Recording Apparatus) was used by 
the BBC (British Broadcasting Company) to record their television shows in the 1950s. 
Each giant reel held only 15 minutes of programming. 

7-H: Hearing aid. An ear trumpet was a simple kind of hearing aid. You would hold the small 
tube up to your ear and someone would speak into the horn, which made the voice sound louder. 
This ear trumpet was made for the composer Ludwig van Beethoven during the early 1800s. 
8-D: Telephone. Alexander Graham Bell demonstrated this early telephone at the Centennial 
Exhibition in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in 1876. When the Emperor of Brazil tried it, he yelled 
out, “My God, it talks!” and dropped the phone in surprise. The phone survived that close call, 
and the Bell Telephone Company opened for business about a year later.
